Cairo talks probably 


to resume tomorrow

‘The Cabinet yesterday unanimous- 

y resolved to resume the military 
talks in Cairo and instructed 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman to 
return to Egypt at the head of his 
delegation at his earliest con- 
venience. 
- No firm date had been set by late 
last night for the renewal of the 
talks. But officials indicated that the 
talks world probably resume 
tomorrow afternoon, and would last 
for two or three days. 

‘The cabinet decision was taken at 
the instance of Premier Menahem 
Begin, who said that the Egyptian 
media attacks on Israel, some of 
which hed been plainly anti-Semitic, 
had now sufficiently abated to 
warrant Israel's consent to remume 
the military dialogue.

King Hussein of Jordan has 
shown no new interest in joining 
the peace process at this stage, 
and meanwhile the israel-Egypt 
“declaration of prinéiples” — 
the document which could 
hopefully revamp the peace 
talks and ease dordan’s way in 
— is still far from completion. 
Adding to the clouded at- 
mosphere in Jerusalem is the 
prospect of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat’s visit to 
Washington next weekend, when 
he {s expected to press the Ad- 
ministration to exercise In turn 
pressure upon Israel. 

A hardline statement from his 
foreign minister in Cairo yesterday 
showed no inclination there to com- 
promise over Egypt's two key 
demands, total withdrawal and 
Palestinian self-determination, both 
of which Israel rejects. 

Highly placed Israeli sources 
criticized some of the news media 
here for fostering an atmosphere of 
unfounded optimism Ξ the 
“declaration of principles,” with 
hints that it is on the verge of com- 
pletion. 

Apparently the vexed issue of 
Palestinian rights continues to pose 
a major obstacle. Israe] has not 
agreed to the term “legitimate 
rights." which U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter inserted in his com- 
promise formulation first enun- 
ciated at Aswan on January 4. 

Other diplomatic sources also 
cautioned yesterday the un- 
due optimism which, they said, 
seemed to be affecting some 
Jerusalem quarters, regarding the 
“declaration of principles.” They in- 


‘dicated that a lot of negotiating 


might still have to be done before an 
agreed statement emerged. 


King Hussein made his fence-— 


sitting position clear to U.S. Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Alfred Ather- 
ton-in a 90-minute meeting at the 
weekend. Atherton motored back ta 
Jerusalem yesterday and dined with 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan and 
top aides. Today they will hold 
another drafting seasion on the 
“declaration of principles’' before 
Atherton flies to Cairo to meet with 
Foreign Minister Mohammed 
Tbrehim Kamel, and possibly with 
President Sadat. 

Atherton will fly to Washington 
ahead ‘of Sadat to prepare for the 
Egyptian leader's talks there, in 
which he will participate. U.S. 
sources said the Assistant Secretary 
might well return to the region next 
week — “if the parties desire.” 

The U.S. sources termed Ather- 
ton's meeting with Hussein ‘‘infor- 
mational. It was definitely not a 
negotiation,” they. said. Atherton 
had reported on the slow and 
meticulous progress achieved with 
Israeli officials during the previous 


week on drafting the ‘declaration of ἡ 


principles" to which Egypt will 
hopefully agree. And the King had 
reiterated his wait-and-see position. 

U.S. and Israelf sources said 
yesterday it was premature to talk of 
Hussein's possthly jolning the talks 
once there is an agreed Israel-Egypt 
declaration — since at this stage that 
@eclaration is not yet in sight. Nor 
has the Jordanian monarch actually 
committeed himself to joining on the 
strength of a declaration alone. If, a3 
is Hkely, such a document is am- 
bivalently worded on the West Bank- 
Palestinian issue, he might well seek 
further specific und from 
Israel on its intentions for the West 
Bank. 

Meanwhile, Sadat's upcoming 
visit to America is causing some 
trepidation here — and yet at the 
same time some hope too. Israeli 
sources believe Sadat certainly in- 
tends to mobilize U.S. governmental! 
and public opinion towards greater 
support of Egypt's basic positions. 
While he knows that President 
Carter ia on record as opposing a 
separate Palestinian state, he 
evidently hopes he can change the 
President's thinking — or at any rate 
draw him closer to Egypt's demand 
for the more nebulous “right of self- 
determination” for the Palestinians. 

Carter's own Aswan formula calls 
for “Jegitimate rights” and also for 
the Palestinians to “participate in 
the determination of their own 
future’’ — implying that they should 
have a status, but not the sole status, 
as arbiters of the West Bank-Gaza 
issue. 

The Egyptian leader, with his flair 
for public relations, is expected to 
make a strong impact on the media 
in the U.S. and in major European 
countries which he intends to visit. 
This must cause unease in govern- 
ment circles here, and in the em- 
bassies abroad, where plans are go- 
ing abead to counter the Egyptian in- 
formational assault. 

At the same time, though, highly 
placed sources here view the Sadat- 
Carter encounter as a le tur. 
ning point for the better in the mired 


. Middle East peace effort. 


It has become painfully plain, they 
say, that Israel and Egypt have very 
different conceptions of what 
political negotiations ought to be 
about. Sadat clearly believed that 
his visit to Jerusalem, coupled with 
hig proclamation of recognition for 
Israel and readiness for full peace 
with it, were themselves huge con- 
cessions on his part.

Carter sends ‘sharp protest’ 
to Begin on Shilo settlement

WASHINGTON.— The U.S. has 
protested to Israel] over plans to es- 
tablish a new settlement at Shilo on 
the West Bank, American officials 

said yesterday. 

The officials, confirming a report 
in “The New York Times" by colum- 
nist James Reston, said that the U.S. 
does not accept Israel's argument 
that the settlement is 
“archaeological” and not political. 

The officials also confirmed that 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
hag protested over the new settle- 
ment. 

Reporting on the incident yester- 
day, Reston sald that President 
Carter sent a message to Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin which was 
both sharp and personal: “I deeply 
regret the effort to establish another 
illegal settlement on the West Bank 
at Shilo. However, I am confident 
that Prime Minister Begin will 
honour the commitment 
made to me, and thus will not permit 
this settlement to go forward.” 

Sources here said that Begin had 

promised Carter that Israel would 
Tmit its settlement development 
plang on the.West Bank to military 
camps only, refraining from es- 
tablishing settlements outside the 
military framework. In addition, 
Begin 15 said to have assured Carter 
that Israel will merely expand ex- 
isting settlements, rather than build 
new ones. 

Reston also said that Carter was 


disappointed by Sadat's surprise 


. decision 10 days ago to suspend the 


political talks in Jerusalem. One of 
the reasons for the Sadat-Carter 
talks at Camp David, Maryland, 
later this week {gs to coordinate 
American-Egyptian strategy so that 
Sadat will not decide to make such 
surprise decisions in the future. 


According to Reston, who was ob- 
viously briefed by a high Carter δά-" 
ministration official, the president 
wants to clear up some mis- 
understandings with Sadat and 
create a better atmosphere for com- 
promise and direct Israel-Egyptian 
negotiations later on. 

The columnist said that Carter will 
not to Sadat’s demands fer a 
total Israeli withdrawal to the pre- 
1967 lines — the administration still 
supports minor modifications in 
those lines — or for the creation of an 
independent Palestinian state. 
Carter will algo refuse Sadat's re- 
quest for equality of miNtary 
shipments by the U.S. to Egypt and 
Israel, he said. 

“At the same time, it is clearly not 
agreeing with Mr. Begin's sugges- 
tion that he will respect Egypt's 
sovereignty over recovered 
territories provided Mr. Sadat 
respects Israel’s right to keep troops 
there to protect what President 
Carter calis the ‘illega) settlements’,” 
Reston continued. 

“The genera] view here is that a 
nation cannot be ‘sovereign’ if it is 
occupied by foreign troops,"’ he 
noted,

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Fate of Absorption Ministry | Football Association continues to twist referees’ arms. . 
goes before. committee today

The first formal deliberation on 
the future existence of the Ministry 
of immigrant Adgorption will be held 
in Jerusalem today when the 
Government-Jewish Agency Coor- 
dinating Committee meets to discuss 
the Horev Commuttee Report. 

On October 26, 1976 a 10-member 
commission headed by Technion 
president Amos Horev recommend- 
ed the abolition of the Ministry and 
the establishment of an immigration 
and absorption ‘‘authority" under 
the chairman of the World Zionist 
Organization, 

In an interview with the Jerusalem 
Post last night. Max Fisher. chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency Board of 
Governors, said: “I wholeheartedly 
agree with the Horev suggestions. As 
far back as 10 years ago, when the 
Absorption Ministry was establish- 
ed, 1 told Prime Minister Levy 
Eshkol that I could not understand 
why Israel needs such 2 ministry. It 
not only caused duplication of ser- 
vices but got in the way of proper ab- 
sorption work — the major factor in 
boosting immigration." - 

While in Jerusalem, Fisher will 
also chair the Agency Board of 
Governors meeting this Thursday 
and Friday. The 42-member board — 
half of whose members represent the 
World Zionist Organization and the 
other half. fund-raising bodies 
around the world — will approve an 
Agency budget of $350m. for the 
fiscal year beginning April 1. The 
sum is $70m, leas than this year's, 
due to a drop in UJA collections. 

Meanwhile. acrimony continued 
between agency officials and those 


at the ministry, During his visit to 
New York, where he sought to per- 
suade Isracii emtgrants to “return 
home," Minister David Levy charged 
the Agency's immigration 
emissaries there were sabotaging 
his efforts. 

Yesterday, the Jewish Agency's 
Immigration Department in 
Jerusalem released a letter from 
Yeshayabu Tadmor, ite chief em- 
mussary in North America, in which 
he told Levy that the package of 
benefits offered to emigrants in- 
cluding low-cost loans for travel ex- 
penses, some duty-free purchases 
and similar incentives, “are certain- 
ly not the right motivation for these 
people to return." 

According to Tadmor, expert 
studies based on extensive surveys 
indicate that only four factors. if 
assured, could bring an emigrant 
back to his homeland — -but, alas, 
even you cannot provide those." 

Tadmor listed them as suitable 
employment for professional and 
other types of workers, promising in- 
vestinent ventures. decent housing 
and an improvement in the general 
quality of life. . δὰ 

The letter also assails Levy for cut- 
ting short his trip to be present at 
today's meeting of the Government- 
Agency Coordinating Committee. 
Tadmor said his agents throughout 
North America had arranged many 
appearances for Levy with potential 
immigrants. But these had to be 
cancelled because of Levy's return to 
Israel. 

At yesterday's cabinet meeting, 
Education Minister Zevuim Hammer 
was named a government represen- 
tative on the committee. 


Prof. Yehuda Blum expected 
to be next envoy to UN

The appointment of Prof. Yehuda 
Blum. a Hebrew University inter- 
national law teacher, as Israel's am- 
hassador to the UN ts seen as virtual- 
ly certain, Foreign Ministry sources 
said yesterday. 

Blum, a 47-year-old, Czech-born, 
Orthodox Jew of rightist political 
persuasions, will take over fram Am- 
bassador Chaim Herzog, who will 
end a three-year term at the UN in 
the summer. Herzog will return to 
his law practice in Tel Aviv. 


Blum's selection ls understood to 


have been made with the active en- ., 


dorsement of Premier Menahem 
Begin. who has been consistently im- 
pressed with many of the professor's 
legal arguments. These tend to 
bolster Israel's claims to the West 
Bank and to question Egypt's sole 
claim to the Sinai. A source close to 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 


maintained yesterday that the 
minister had recommended Blum 
(apparently after the Premier's out- 
going information aide, Shmuel 
Katz, had turned down the job). 

There is some dissatisfaction at 
the appointment within the ministry, 
and the ministry's staff committee 
met with Dayan to complain about 
the appointment. In part this is an 
expression of displeasure at the 
nomination of an “‘outsider’’ to the 
plum diplomatic position. Herzog's 
appointment waa greeted with the 
same reaction. 5 

-But it is an expression, too, in 
some quarters, of apprehension at 
Blum's plainly-spoken hawkish 
positions and his sometimes con- 
troversial legal doctrines. 

Blum ig not new to the UN. ΑΒ a 
deputy legal adviser at the Foreign 
Ministry several years ago, he was 
on occasion attached to the UN 
delegation which he will now return 
to head.

last Friday in protest against what- 


it termed the lack of cooperation 
from the parent body, The F.A. re- 
jected the claims and immediately 
dismissed the heads of the Referees 
Union. 


However the door will be kept open 
to those referees who went on strike 


on Saturday, F-A. spokesman 
Ya'acov Erel said last ulght. "We 
all the referees wili have had 
second thoughts about their nasty 
strike action and will respond. But if 
there are those among them that will 
not, their future as referees will be in 
jeopardy," Ere] warned. 


The F. A yesterday informed FIFA 
(the International Federation of 
Football Associations) that six of the 
seven referees, whom it named for 
“‘Terael's international list" for 1978, 


no longer had the F.A_ recommen’ * 
tion (every meraber country of Fyy Ἔ 
recommends seven internatior 
referees each year).

Court offers 
compromise 
to striking 

sea officers

HAIFA. — The District Labour 
Court yesterday . proposed a com- 
promise for ending the ii-day 
seamen’s strike, but it seemed clear 
last night that the companies would 

probably turn down the proposal. 

The compromise calls for arbitra- 
tion of the pay dispute over which the 
strike broke out, but it does not refer 
to the companies’ demand for 
provisions to prevent strikes in the 
future as 8 condition for reactivating 
the fleet. This would probably make 
it unacceptable to the companies, 
although the unions will probably 
accept it. 

The compromise was put forward 
by Judge Eliezer Kanfi during an in- 
formal two-hour hearing of the com- 
panies’ application for an injunction 
against the striking Officers Union. 
The court issued a back-to-work in- 
junction against the Ratings Union 
last week, which was upheld by the 
National Labour Court following the 
union's appeal. 

Kanfi obtained consent in principle 
to arbitration of the dispute from the 
counsels of all the parties at the 
hearing — the Histadrut, the two un- 
fons and the companies. They also 
agreed that as a condition for ar- 
bitration, the unions would end their 
strike and Zim would stop its efforts 
to sell a number of the struck ships 
or to charter more foreign vessels in 
addition to the 10 it has to keep its 
lines open. : 

They also agreed that arbitration 
must be completed ἃ fort- 
night, and that the court would ap- 
point an arbitrator if the parties 
were unable to agree on one 
themselves. 

But while the unions demanded 
that only the present dispute over 
retroactive pay demands for 1976-77 
be dealt with, the companies insisted 
that it was vital for them to include 
in their terms of reference their de- 
mand for industrial peace in the 
merchant marine. The companies’ 
counsel, Avraham Anafi, noted that 
without such provisions, they might 
well be faced with another strike 
within weeks, when the 1978 contract 
comes up.

Israel, Egypt to help clean up Mediterranea

Israel and Egypt, acting separate- 
ly, will together facilitate the 
application of new international 
measures against pollution in the 
Mediterranean.

Begin ‘must terrorize’ out. 
of habit, says Cairo editor 


CAIRO (UPI). — An influential 
writer yesterday described Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin as an “old 
terrorist’, and said American 
satellites were relaying pictures of 
Egyptian troops and military 
positions to Tel Aviv. 
| Anis Mansour, writing in the 
Magazine “October,” said Begin 
was extending one hand to the Arabs 
in peace ‘while concealing a weapon 
behind his back with the other hand. 
He is an old terrorist who must 
terrorize somebody, even if there is 
no need for this," Mansour wrote. 

He said ‘American satellites, to 
this very minute, take pictures of our 
land and troops. These pictures are 
served with breakfast to the Israeli 
command." 

Mansour said American military 
assistance to Israel, which exceeds 
Israel's needs, amounted to an abet- 
ment to aggression. ‘'America 
should either give us the same 
military aid or halt its aid to Israel,” 
he declared. . 

Mansour, whose articles aroused 
Begin's wrath during the past few 
weeks, rejected the Prime 
Minister's charges that Egyptians 
were anti-Semitic and anti-Jewish. 

“We are not anti-Jewish,” said 
Mansour, “‘and even if we are, well, 
the Jews are also against us. Until 
this minute, we are enemies and ina 
state of war. But we want to end all 


this..."" 

Mansour said Begin himself could 
he accused of anti-Semitism because 
he is of European origin and is 
hostile to Semitic Arabs. 

“Begin and the entire ruling class 
in Israel are Europeans and have no 
connection, with Asia or Africa," 
Mansour wrote. “If they are hostile 
to us, they are anti-Semitic and anti- 
Hamitic as well. 

“Inside Israel itself, Semitic Jews 
are persecuted and held in contemp, 
which means the Israeli leadership 
is anti-Semitic,"" Mansour said. But 
he added: "γε do not want to revive 
old charges...as a matter of fact, we 
want to liquidate them and turn a 
new page." i 

Mansour snid if Begin wants the 
Egyptian press to stop criticizing 
him, he too should stop “telling 
stories which irritate us...like his - 
favourite story of David and 
Goliath.” 

The question of Jewish settlements 
in Sinai “is a joke,"" Mansour claim- 
ed. ‘Israel is asking us to be nice to 
people who came from Sweden, 
Norway and America searching for 
security." 

“This is very similar‘to the story of 
the man who killed his father and 
mother, and then agked the judge to 
he lenient with him, because he is an 
orphan," Mansour said:

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Severe storms lash Europe 


LONDON. -- Severe storms swept 
through parts of Europe over the 
weekend,, bringing blizzards to 
Scotland. gales and snow to the 
Italian Riviere and floodwaters into 
Venice. 

Four persons died {n snowslides in 
Ttaly. two men drowned in Britain 
and 27 sailors are missing. believed 
drowned, after their ship was driven 
onto rocks off the Spanish coast. 

A blizzard howled across Scotiand 
cn Saturday and yesterday. closing 
roads and stopping trains dead on 
the tracks in whai local residents 
called the worst snowstorm in living 
memory. Hundreds of motorists and 
train passengers were stranded in 6- 
metre snowdrifts. but no deaths 
were reported. 

The usually tranquil, palm-dotted 
Italian riviera and much of 


northwest Italy was lashed by gale- 
ferce winds, rain and snow. 
Snowslides killed four people in 
northern Itaty, and rain and strong 
winds combined to flood the lagoon 
city of Venice for the first time this 
year. 

A Spanish fishing trawler, the 
1,.317-ton Marbel. ran aground off 
Vigo. Spain. on Saturday when it was 
caught by 60-m.p.h. winds. Maritime 
officials reported that 27 of its 36- 
man crew were feared lost. A 
schooner in the area rescued the 
other nine men. 

In France, snow and avalanche 
warnings were posted in moun- 
tainous regions. Other European 
points reported dreary drizzle and 
black skies, but no unusually bad 
weather. 

Police in Scotiand used tracked 


snowplows in an attempt to rescue 
stranded drivers and train 
passengers. Some of the snowplows 
goi stuck themselves. A police of- 
ficer sald. “we are doing what we 
can. but in these conditions it ts vir- 
tually ἃ token effort. How many peo- 
ple are stuck out there in cars and 
lorries (trucks) we just don’t know.” 


In the U.S., where a giant blizzard 
buried the Midwest, snowploughs on 
Saturday rescued 182 children 
trapped for two days in a nature 
reserve about 80 km. west of Detroit. 


The children, aged 11 and 12, were 
on 8 campaign outing at the reserve 
when they were caught in the bliz- 
zard. The children, who were in 
heated cabins, were all in good 
health when the snowploughs reach- 
ed them. (AP. Reuter} 


Tunis union leader arrested 
after anti-government riots 


TUNIS (AP). — President Habib 
Bourguiba's government has 
arrested union leader Habib Achour 
in connection with last Thursday's 
anti-government rioting that left at 
least 40 persons dead, sources con- 
firmed yesterday. 


(Former Tunistan interior 
minister Ahmed Mestirl told a press 
conference yesterday that he belfev- 
ed about 100 peaple were killed in the 
riots. Mestiri. now an opponent of the 
Government, called for an indepen- 
dent inquiry Into the violence.) 

The powerful 65-year-old Achour 
was arrested on Saturday night at 
his home as part of a government 
attempt to snuff the first serious 
challenge to the ailing Bourgutba's 
22-year rule. 

Achour, once a staunch backer of 
the president’s Neo-Destour ruling 
party. organized a series of strikes 
over the last four months and 
Thursday's one-day general strike, 
Tunisia's first since independence 
from France tn 1956. 


At least 40 persons were killed and 
dozens injured when the general 
strike erupted into rioting and 
looting, prompting the government 
to call out the army and clamp down 
a dusk-to-dawn curfew. 

Police also raided the union's 
regional offices in Stax, Tunisia's se- 
cond largest port, and found large 
stocks of guns, Molotov cocktajls and 
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other weapons, the government 
news agency reported. 

Achour’s arrest followed the 
detention of some 400 other union 
Yeaders during the disorders, in- 
cluding some 240 in Tunis, 150 in the 
city of Sousse and about 10 in other 
major cities, 

Army and police forces occupied 
the headquarters of Achour's 
General Union of Tunisian Workers 
during the violence as security 
forces with machineguns and ar- 
moured cars fanned out across the 
city to restore order. 

Achour broke with 74-year-old 
Bourguiba last year over the 
government's conservative 
economic policies, especially a hold- 
down on wages. Since then his cam- 
paign has broadened into a direct 
challenge to the government of 
Bourguiba, who has been weakened 
by a form of arterio-sclerosis. 

Achour resigned from the Neo- 
Destour's political bureau on 
January 10 following allegations he 
was taking funds from the radical 


» regime of neighbouring Libyan Col. 


Muammar Gaddafi. 

Though there was no official in-

SOWETO, South Africa (AP). —

struggle until this part of Africa is 
liberated.” ᾿ 

The leader of South Africa’s 5.5 
million 2ulu tribesmen, the coun- 
try'’s largest black group, told the 
roaring crowd eat Jabulani Stadium, 
““We have now reached the 
crossroads" in the fight for racial 
equality in South Africa. 

Dressed in a military-style un- 
iform, Buthelezi delivered his nearly 
three-hour address while a follower 
held an umbrella over him to shield 
him from the searing sun. 

It appeared to be the black 
political rally ever held in the 
segregated black township of some 
1.5 million blacks located 16 kms. 
southwest of Johannesburg. 

The rally marked Buthelezi's first 
visit to Soweto since 1976 when he ad- 
dressed a rally for his Inkatha 
National Cultural Liberation Move- 
ment shortly before the Soweto riots.

“We're not eschewing it complete- 
ly, but we're playing it down,” said 
Turner, who has just gained expand- 
ed powers as director of Central 
Intelligence. : ᾿ 

‘‘We. are not cutting the 
clandestine service overseas," he 
disclosed, ‘‘and we are not 
emasculating ita capability to coliect 
Intelligence for us.” 

He said 30 years ago the agency - 
waa interested primarily in spying 
on the Soviet Union, its, satellites, 
and the few countries around the 
world where they were trying to es- ᾿ 
tablish a position. "Today, we're in- 
terested in intelligence in a wide, 
varicty of countries. ὃ

Homage to Ernest Bloch 


THE FOYER of the Haifa 
Auditorium is currently the scene of 
the first exhibition ever to be 
mounted anywhere in commemora- 
tion of the composer Ernest Bloch, 
Organized jointly by the Haifa Music 
Museum and the municipality's Art 
and Culture department. the exhibi- 
tion opened on Saturday, January 21, 
in the presence of one of his two 
daughters, Lucienne Bloch- 
Dimitroff, a painter. 

She and her sister, Susan Bloch, a 
lute and harpsichord player living in 
New York, provided much of the 
material documentary and 
photographic for the exhibition, 
which included many photographs 
taken by the composer himself. 

These reflect Bloch's great love of 
the Swiss landscape in which he was 
brought up. Born in Geneva in 1880, 
he wrote music that remained 
evocative of the gentle pastoral up- 
lands of his beloved Switzerland, 
although he made his name In the 
United States and settled per- 
manently in Portland. Oregon in 
1941, living there for the last 20 years 
of his Hfe — far from the people 
responsible for “the mismanage- 


ment of this planat," to quote his 
daughter. 


IT WAS IN Switzerland that he wrote 
his masterpiece, Avodat Hakodesh, 
in the years 1930-33. Although he was 
always inspired by the Jewish 
musica] tradition and his music has 
been called ‘typically Jewish," he 


only studied Hebrew for the purpose 


of writing the ''Sacred Service." 

. Opening the exhibition, Mr, 
Terner, the Swiss Consul, revealed 
that this great work was not per- 
formed in Switzerland until nearly 40 
years after it was written, and as 
Mrs. Bioch-Dimitroff sald, the Swiss 
always thought of him as an 
American composer, while for the 
Americans he was Swiss. 

The evening began with the Haifa 
Youth Symphony Orchestra, con- 
ducted by Eliezer Hahiti, and Amir 
Samsonov, violin, playing the Nigun 
from Bual Shem. and ended with a 
performance by the Haifa Chamber 
Choir, directed by J. Friedland, with 
Itzhak Katz, baritone, of two short 
extracts from Arodat Hakodesh.

Combining religion and dance 


DANCE /Vora Sowden ent 


RONI SEGAL, an Israeli dancer who 
has been working in Switzerland dur- 
ing the past two years, has paid a 
short visit home and gave a 
demonstration of what she has been 
doing. At the Targ Hall in the Tel 
Aviv University Academy of Music 
her one-hour perforthance with Tal 
Haran (another Israeli dancer) from 
her company in Bern showed the 
trend and technique she has devised. 
She would like to bring her “Dancing 
Theatre" of four dancers (the other 
two are Swiss) and six musicians to 
Israel in the spring. 

She trained in Switzerland in the 
famous Harald Kreutzberg Middle 
European tradition and combined 
this with the Middle Eastern in- 
fluences she learned from Yardena 
Oohen. She has created a 
choreography of her own, which she 
claims is a new form of dance 
method. 

“1 try to show the basic connection 
between religion and dance. I see 
dance aa a kind of preserved ritual in 
which the body is the instrument. I 
do away with the habits of dance, 
which have become a sort οὗ exer- 
cise now. I don't go after acrobatics. 
Dance [5 not an olympiada." 

Judging from her soles and her 
duets with Tai Haran, her work has 
projective force and striking intensi- 
ty — a combination of expressionist 
forms and oriental movement in-a 
highly emotional engagement. 

One of her solos, ‘The Letter," is 
set to the music of Leon 
Schiidowsky, the Israeli composer 
who came to see her demonatration. 
The music incorporates the text of a: 


Roni Segal 


letter written by an Israeli soldier 
(on the eve of battle) who fell in the 
Yom Kippur War. With a length of 
brown velvet, the dancer evoked the 
complex situation changing from a 
towering monument pointing up- 
ward in anguish to a crouching 
figure in the passion of mourning. 

The dueta were only token perfor- 
mances to shaw the nature of her 
group work. ‘“The Dancing Theatre” 
recently won first prize at an inter- 
national competition in which 30 
groups from 12 countries — all 
modern — took part. 

Roni Segal now wants to 
strengthen her links with home — 
not merely to come here for a visit 
with the company but for some 
months in the year. She is planning a 
“kibbutz seminar” for the summer, 
and she hopes to perform in the 
various festivals.

ISRAEL LANDS ADMINISTRATION

MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union F'ri- 
day revealed detailed economic 
resulta for 1977 which showed that 
the national output of goods and ser- 
vices failed by virtually every 
measure to live up to expectations. 

‘The performance was undoubtedly 
a disappointment to the Kremlin 
leadership, and it raised serious 
questions about the Soviet 
economy's ability to meet even the 
modest growth targets of the current 
Five Year Plan, 


measure of overall economic perfor- 
mance here — rose by only 3.5 per 
cent lest year. That was the smallest 
increase in over 25 years and it was 
0.6 per cent below the target. It waa 
also well below the 5 per cent In- 
crease registered in 1978, 

The figures seemed to buttress the 
arguments of the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency and others, that 
the Soviet economy 15 in for a period 
of much slower growth.than that to 
which it has become accustomed. If

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Resuming the talks 


THE CABINET decision yesterday to resume the military talks 
in Cairo was not unexpected. 


Although the military committee has been officially in recess ~ 


during the past week, valuable spadework has reportedly been 
carried out in the meantime by Aluf Tamir, who stayed behind 
in Cairo, and his Egyptian opposite numbers. 

Some differences have at least partly been ironed out, and 
some gaps have apparently been narrowed. δ 

When Defence Minister Weizman arrives in the Egypti 
capital, in the next few days. he is apt, therefore, to find a 
prepared basis for further progress. 

But while the military talks are to be reopened, the politica 
deliberations remain suspended; the basic Egyptian position 
remains as expressed in President Sadat's address to the 
National Assembly ten deys ago and to bridge it with Israel's 
Stance will require not only renewed talks but a renewal of 
mutual confidence. 

It is precisely for this reason thet the press attacks in E; 
have been so damaging, for they serve to undercut the need for 
building a fabric of trust. Just the day before yesterday ''Oc- 
tober’ magazine again published its brand of personal abuse 
against the Prime Minister. 

A number of ministers queried Mr. Begin about this at yester- 
day's cabinet meeting.

The Government of Israel has decided to 
get the talks with Egypt rolling again despite continuing 
potshots by the Egyptian press. 


A new Chief of Staff 


THE PROMOTION of Aluf Raphael Eitan to the post of Chief of 
Staff is bound to gratify all those who believe that the country 
can afford nothing but the best in field leadership for the overall 
command of the Israel Defence Forces. 

Fearless excelience has been unassumingly worn by Aluf Eitan 
as a badge during his three decades in military service. Surely 
none among Israel's generals has shown greater pluck and 
brilliance in battle than Raful, as he is known to all and sundry, 
nor greater ability to inspire his men to feats of courage and 
perseverance. 

The selection of Aluf Hitan,.an essentially wartime officer, is 
in effect a warning that while the danger of war may have 
receded, it has not been eliminated. Whether or not this was the 
rationale of the Government's decision —- which, for practical 
purposes means the decision of Defence Minister Weizman and 
Premier Begin — that is the clear implication. And it will thus 
be interpreted by Israel's foes and friends alike. 

In purely domestic terms, the appointment fits well into Mr. 
Weizman's conception of the Chief of Staff as a professional 
soldier carrying out civilian orders, and not, as has been the 
case for very long, 88 a military politician taking an active part 
in the shaping of national policies. 

It is hardly a secret that Mr. Weizman‘s firm resolve to trim 
the traditional role of the Chief of Staff did not exactly endear 
him to Rav-Aluf Gur. Since David Ben-Gurion's retirement, that 
role even came to encompass, mast of the time, the right of the 
Chief of Staff to participate in cabinet debates of military af- 
fairs. Yet the practice has never had any obvious constitutional 
basis. 

The present Defence Minister, in any case, will have none of 
it; and Rav-Aluf Eitan is calculated to give him no trouble on 
this score. 

In hailing the elevation of Aluf Eitan to Chief of Staff, a 
demurrer must be entered about the way the Defence Ministry 
appeared for the last half year to stage almost a public contest 
between the two main candidates for the post. 

This is certainly a precedent to avoid, at all costs, in the 
future. Another, already established, precedent that deserves to 
he discontinued is the resignation of disappointed hopefuls from 
army service. 

Hopefully Aluf Shafir, who was not appointed now, will 
swallow his disappointment and continue his service. He still 
has a great deal to contribute to the country's defence; not least 
in the implementation of the Tal reorganization plan for the 
armed forces.

IF KARL MARX had been a contem: 
porary israeli, he might have said: 
“Foreign affairs are the opium of the 
People." The tenston in Israel's 
relations with the Arab world has so 
frequently overshadowed domestic 
events that persistent pressure for a 
domestic policy based on clearly 
defined values has not been possible 
for most of the past decade.

I WAS A MEMBER of a press tour 
that visited the liberated area of 
Jerusalem shortly after the Six Day 
War. The sights we saw will remain 
engraved on my memory forever. 

We were witness to a monstrous 
deed: the wanton destruction of all 
but one of the 52 Jewish houses of 
worship that, until the Jordanians 
seized East Jerusalem in 1948, had 
graced the Old City, some of them for 
centuries; and the unspeakably 
callous profanation of the Jewish 
cemetery on the Mount of Olives, 
which left that ancient and historic 
burial place a sacrilegious 
shambles. 

It was the story of hundreds of 
Scrolls of the Law, reverently 
Preserved for generations, 
Plundered and burned to ashes; of 
thousands of holy books committed 
to the flames; of synagogues razed 
to the ground or converted into 
hollow shells of their former selves, 
their interiors used as chicken-coops 
and stables, filled with dung-heaps, 
garbage and carcaases, or as sites 
for latrines and sewage canals; of 
tens of thousands of tombstones torn 
up. broken into pieces or used as 
flagstones, steps and building 
materials; of large areas of the 
cemetery levelled and converted 
into parking lots and a filling 
station; of graves ripped open and 
skeletal bones scattered to the four 
winds and an asphalt road cut 
through the pitiful remains to 
provide a short cut to a new hotel 
built incongruously upon the Mount 
of Olives. 


THE TOTAL havoc that met the eyes 
of our soldiers when they liberated 
Old Jerusalem defies description. 
We knew that 50 years of systematic 
hate-mongering and anti-Jewish 
agitation in the schools, the radio 
and the newspapers and in the mos- 
ques of the neighbouring Arab lands 
could hardly have failed to leave 
their imprint on the minds of Arab 
youngsters and on the population as 
a whole. 

There were stories and rumours 
during the 19 years of the Jordanian 
occupation of East Jerusalem of 
what was happening there to Jewish 
holy places. But the picture that un- 
folded before our horrified gaze in 
June, 1967, was far more gruesome, 
the depredation far more 
widespread. than anything that 
could have been imagined. 

Hussein. King of Jordan, in a 
speech in Beirut on August 24, 1967, 
claimed ‘'the right faithfully to 

the holy places that our Arab 
hand has known how to guard these 
thousand years and more.” 

What came to light made a 
mockery of this claim. During the 
two decades that the Arabs con- 
trolled the Old City, the Jordanian 
government itself — which had 11- 
legally established itself in 
Jerusalem and twice subjected the 
Holy City to massive and in- 
discriminate bombardment — was 
engaged in activities totally at odds 
with the guarding of the holy places. 

The destruction of the synagogues. 
yeshivas and the cemetery on the 
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Mount of Olives was systematically 
planned. Of the 50,000 tombstones in 
the cemetery, 38,000 were removed 
or damaged. The stones were used, 


among other things, for the construc- | 


tion of a Jordanian army camp at 
Bethany, three kilonietres from the 
cemetery.

ministry. 

.Mohammed Sayad, of Abu Tor, 
was the watchman for the 
“Congregation of Jerusalem” burial 
society. 

Q. Just how did you perform your 
duties as watchman? 

A. What could I do? if I had spoken 
out against the government, they 
would have shot me on the spot... I 
was ready to do my job as 
watchman... I want the burial socie- 
ty that hired me to pay me now what 
they owe me for all these years. It’s 
not my fault that the (Jordanian) 
government decided to destroy the 
cemetery... i 

Khalil Ton Sader Khalil was the 
son of Sader Khalil, who was ap- 
pointed by the Jordanian govern- 
ment as caretaker of the Mount of 
Olives cemetery. At the outbreak of 
hostilities, Sader Khalil fled to Am- 
man. 

Q. What was your father's job? 

A. He was supposed to see to it that 
private individuals did not take out 
tombstones or ather stones without a 
permit from the government. 
Several merchants had concessions 
allowing them to trade in stones 
from the cemetery. All the rest we 
would chase away... 

Q. Who paid your father’s salary? 

A. The City did. Mayor Anwar el- 
Khatib sent the cheques... 

Q. How were the graves 
mutilated? : 

A. Workmen came during the day 
and pulled apart the stones and the 
tombstones, and at night army 
lorries came. loaded up the 
tombstones and drove off. The rest of 
the stones were taken by the 
merchants. 


" ALI MOHAMMED ALI was 


‘owner of a filling-station on the 
Jerusalem-Jericho highway, .which 
was widened by the Jordanian 
authorities at the expense of the 
cemetery. 

Q. Did you know about the deface- 
ment and destruction of graves? 

A. Everyone knew. Anybody who 
needed building stones used to go to 
these merchants and buy stones 
from the Jewish graves... 

Mohammed Ahmed el-Khak. who 
claimed to be 111 years old, called 
himeelf a “municipal gardener.” 

Q. Did you see how they ravaged 
the graves? . 

A. Yes, I saw. All the people 


around here knew about it, but I 
didn’t know it was forbidden. Accor- 
ding to the Koran, a cemetery in 
which there haven't been any burials 
for 15 years may be destroyed. 

Q. When did they begin with this 
destruction here? Sh aon 

A. Oh, a long time ago ~ maybe in 
1949... ᾿ 

These were not simply the acts of 
private grave robbers; they were 
carried ‘out at the instigation of the 
Jordanian government headed by 
King Hussein, the so-called “liberal, 
moderate leader,” who was also 
commander-in-chief, of the Jorda- 
nian armed forces. 

The Commission reported: ‘The 
Jordanian authorities — civilian as 
well as military — bear the full and 
clear-cut responsibility for all the 
acts of abomination and desecration 
carried out in the cemeteries on the 
Mount of Olives, at Hebron and in the 


-various camps of the Jordanian Ar- 


my. It is beyond all doubt not only 
that the authorities knew of the acts 
of defacement and devastation, but 
that these acts were the direct result 
of systematic, deHberate and careful 
Planning in the highest echelons 
of the Jordanian government."" 

The Christian community, too, suf- 
fered at the hands of the Moslems, 
although not nearly as much as the 
Jewish community did. The 
Christians emigrated in droves. 

These facts are either not known, 
or have been forgotten, by those who 
are now pressing Israel to redivide 
the city. ᾿

I know 
what these camps are like, as I spent 
four years in one of them until my 
unexpected release in 1974. 

Tt is apparent that there are still 
some misconceptions concerning the 
circumstances surrounding our 
arrest. 

Before 1970, we were amongst the 
few Jews who applied for permission 
to emigrate from the U.S.S.R. to 
Israel. For years, all our requests 
were rejected and we were told that 
we would never be permitted to 
leave the Soviet Union. In sheer 
desperation, we conceived a plan to 
try to leave the U.S.S.R. This plan in- 
volved flying an empty aircraft 
across the Soviet border to Scan- 
dinavia. From there, we intended to 
proceed to Israel. 

When we set off to carry out our 
plan, we were aware that the K.G.B. 
knew of our intentions. But as far as 


we were concerned, there was no here soon.
